One of the most spectacular 
blasts 


seen in this vicinity for years took 
place yesterday at the Poor 
Farm 


ledge when over 700 tons of rock, as- 
sisted by 106- pounds 
of dynamite, 


were blown out of the side 
of 
the 


ledge and scattered in different size 
pieces 
promiscuously 
about 
the 


ground. 
While It was not. the largest 
blast 
that has taken place at the ledge this 
year it is an important one in many 
respects.-In the first place 
the rock 
blown out was of the finest quality, 
being devoid of seanis and 
of 
the 


hardest-kind of stone. It also marked 
the final .blast of the season, for with- 
in a few days, as soon as the work in 
Fremont street is completed, the ledge 
will be closed until the spring. 
.The drilling holes and the prepa- 


ration of the blast as well as the signuS 
to fire, the charge off were done un- 
der the direction of William C. Gard- 
rer, who has charge of 1he ledge, anc! 
the cnly spectators besides the regular 
workmen were Supt. Newell F. Put- 
ram of the street department and a 
representative of The Sun. 


Thirty holes, each ten feet deep, had 


been drilled in'the solid rock and plug- 
ged with dynamite. 
Tli'e wires were 


attached and hundreds of railroad tics 
chained together, were laid on ' top of 
the rock in order to keep it from fly- 
ing into the street and damaging prop- 
erty in the vicinity. 


About three o'clock Mr. Gardner gave 


the signal to fire and 
the man 
in 


charge of the storage battery "let 
her. go." 
There was a muffled sound, 


similar to the 
sound 
of a thirteen 


Inch gun heard at a distance, and frag- 
ments of rock accompanied by a dense 
smoke were hurled high in .the air. 
After the smoke' had disappeared it 
was seen that a frontage 
of some 


thirty or forty feet of stone had been 
blown out, the pieces varying in size 
from several tons down to small pieces 
which could easily be picked up in the 
hand. 


Two extra large blocks 
of stone, 


ich 
weighing 
several 
tons, 
were 


thrown for quite a distance from the 
ledge, while at the ledge for quite a 
distance back of where the blast had 
taken place, the rock was cracked and 
seamed, so that the blast will be pro- 
ductive of about 1000 tons of stone in 
all.

There are a great many ways in which such a 
bureau can protect the public health by preventing contamination of rivers 
and lakes, by fighting the mosquito and the house fly and by distributing 
literature to instruct the people how to protect 
themselves against 
the 


white plague. 


In the south the two prevailing diseases are the hookworm disease and 


pellagra, both making wide ravages among the southern people. 
Such a 


bureau could do ranch to investigate the causes and provide a remedy for 
such diseases. It would he one of the functions of this bureau to provide 
against all diseases coming from other countries through immigration or 
otherwise. Many of the diseases and epidemics that have been encountered 
in this country whether in the east or on the Pacific 
coast 
have 
been 


imported from Asia. The bureau could exercise a very useful influence ovnr 
the different states and by co-operation assist them in suppressing every 


preventable disease.

and Dairy Cow 


TJio second flay of the winter ir.crt- 


ing ol the state board of agriculture 
for lectures and discussions was held 
.it the Grange hail in Draout 
todny. 


The principal speaker of the morning 
was Prof. H. E. Cook, clean and prolcs- 
sor of animal husbandry, of the state 
school of agriculture of St. Lawrence 
university, Canton, N. Y., and he look

ucts and their relation to the dairy. He

salfl. "A woman." 


When Connors pressed Glover for the 


woman's name the victim at first re- 
fused to tell, but finally murmured the 
name of llattte L,eBlanc and said that 
she lived at 54S Main street, which is 
the number of Glover's house. 


About that time the door of the hos- 


pital wns opened by a nurse and Con- 
nors 
helped - carry 
Olover upstairs. 


Connors also testified that he was in 
the hospital room, when Glover stated 
in the presence of five witnesses that 
Hattie L,eBlanc'had shot him. 


Other witnesses today were George 


L,c?lle, a justice of the pcaee, who took 
Glover's ante-mortem statement, and 
Drs. 
Frederick 
McDonald and E. J. 


Dowd of the hospital.

The question of local corporations

parties in this contest, the Irish party

THE FEDERAL HEALTH BUREAU. 


Great things are expected from the federal bureau of health which is 


to be established in accordance with the recommendation of President Taft 
in his message to congress. There are a great many ways in which such a 
bureau can protect the public health by preventing contamination of rivers 
and lakes, by fighting the mosquito and the house fly and by distributing 
literature to instruct the people how to protect themselves against 
the 


white plague. 


In the south the two prevailing diseases are the hookworm disease and 


pellagra, both making wide ravages among the southern people. 
Such a 


bureau could do much to investigate the causes and provide a remedy for 
such diseases. It would be one of the functions of this bureau to provide 
against all diseases coming from other countries through immigration or 
otherwise. Many of the diseases and epidemics that have been encountered 
in this country whether in the east or on the Pacific 
coast have been 


imported from Asia. The bureau could exercise a very useful influence over 
the different states and by co-operation assist them in .suppressing every 
preventable disease.

It is true the tax rate has been 


reduced 80 cents from tbnt of last year, but, as we demonstrated Monday, 


wholly regardless, we might say in spite of the recklessness that prevailed 


*t city hall. It seldom happens in the history of any city that so many 


fortuitous circnmslnnces combine to bring money to the city treasury as 


favored the city of Lowell this year. In 
the

inheritance law the assessors wero enabled to lax $847,150 that had not 


been previously assessed. That brought to the city treasury the sum of 
$16,604.14 in taxes. 
Then the change in the law regulating the distribu- 


tion of the corporation tax brought the city $105,228.80, about $44,000 more 


than in the previous year. 


The total amount from the increase in property valuation and in poll 


taxes over last year was $51,054.40. Then came the reduction of $21,930 
in the state tax which with the absence of the armory tax of $1,032.50 paid 
last, year, made matters easier for the assessors and 
other 
officials 
at 


city hall. 


But can it be claimed that any of these gratuitous sums came as a 


result of the efforts of the administration at city hall? Certainly not. 
They 


came in spite of bungling, lack of foresight, incapacity and mismanagement. 


The appropriations for this year totaled $11,300 over the total of last 


year, so that if there had been wise management at city hall with all these 
extraordinary receipts Uie tax rate might have been still lower. 


The year was spent in political turmoil and brawling without accom- 


plishing anything except a fairly good job of paving.

Spoke on Education of Dairyman 


and Dairy Cow 


The second day of the winter meet- 


ing of the state board of agriculluni 
for lectures and discussions was held 
at the.Grange.hail in Dracut 
today. 


The 'principal speaker of the morning 
was .Prof. H. E. Cook, dean and profes- 
sor, of animal husbandry, of the stale 
school: ot agriculture of St 
Lawrence 
university, Canton, N. T., and he took 
us his subject "Education of the Dairy- 
man and the Dairy Gow." 
..In opening he spoke of the bi-prod- 
ucts and tlie-ir relation to the dairy, lie 
said that milk was a bi-product of the 
dairy and .wsnt into a rather extended 
talk on digestive- food served to cow:-. 


; "The great bulk of milk in New Eng- 


land is raised toy the family and thtrti 
is no accounting of the value of labor 
ir the production of that milk." 


The speaker gave a panacea for (.h~; 


troubles of the dairyman. 


. He said that the first .thing was a 
study of the individuality of the cow. 
Continuing, he said: "We may succeed 
'n smashing the milk trust. 
We ar= 


now conducting a milk investigation in 
New York, and whiie we may be able 
to make them change their methods, to 
break tip these 
to-called trusts, we 


shall have to study the 
individuality 


of the cow Just the same as a depart- 
ment store looks after every depart- 
ment. 


"The principal trouble with the dairy 


business is. that we do not take into 
account the labor in connection with 
the dairy. There.is the hushandman 
whose time, is'not figured, and 
the 


work of the good wife is not taken 
Into consideration, even 
though 
she 
does a great, deal of work. 
Neither 


is the labor of the children accounted 
for. 
As soon as'the child is abie to 


work he or she is put out to milk the 
cows and do other chores. 
"We ought to have installed in each 


state a milk weighing machine, which 
will show the product and 
producing 


value of each cow. 
"Another trouble in our doing busi- 
ness is that.we are buying too much. 
When products were cheap it was all 
right, but with 'the high price of food 
at the present time it is a 
different 


problem that we have to contend with. 


"The cheapest lands all through the 


eastern part of the country are 
the 


dairy lands. That may frighten 
you 


and'you may doubt my word, but look 
up the statistics and you will learn 
the truth.

THE 
FEDERAL HEALTH 
BUREAU. 


Great things are expected from the federal bureau of health which 


to be established in accordance with the recommendation of President Taf 
in his message to congress. Tbere are a great many ways in which such a 
bureau can protect the public health by preventing contamination of rivers 
and lakes, by fighting the mosquito nnd the house fly and by distributing 
literature to instruct the people how to protect themselves 
against 
th 


white plague. 


In the south the two prevailing diseases are the hookworm disease anc 


pellagra, both making wide ravages among the southern people. 
Sudh a 


bureau could do much to investigate the causes and provide a remedy for 
such diseases. It would be one of the functions of this bureau to provide 
against all diseases coming from other countries through immigration 01 
oih'erwise. Many of the diseases and epidemics that have been encountered 
in this country whether in tho cast or on the Pacific 
coast 
have 
been 


imported from Asia. The bureau could exercise a very useful influence over 
the different states and by co-operation assist them in suppressing every 
preventable disease. 


SOME FACTS FOR THE VOTERS. 


The voters of Lowell are listening to some fairy tales these days in 


reference to the finances at city ball. It is true the tax rate has 
been 


reduced 80 cents from that of last year, but, as we demonstrated Monday, 


wholly regardless, we might say in spite of tho recklessness that prevailed 
4. city hall. It seldom happens in the history of any city that so manj 


fortuitous circumstances combine to bring money to the city treasury as 


favored the city of Lowell this year. 
In 
the 
first 
place, 
from 
the 


inheritance law tho assessors were enabled to lax $847,150 that had not 


been previously assessed. That brought to tho city treasury the sum of 
$16,604.14 in taxes. Theu tho change in the law regulating the distribu- 


tion of the corporation tax brought the city $105,228.80, about $44,000 more 


than in the previous year. 


The total amount from the increase in property valuation and in poll 


taxes over last year was $5],954.40. Then came the reduction of $21,930 
in the state tax which with the absence of the armory tax of $1,032.50 paid 
last year, made matters easier for the assessors and other 
officials 
at 


city hall. 


But can it be claimed that nny of these gratuitous sums came as a 


result of the efforts of the administration at city hnll? Certainly not. They 
came in spite of bungling, luck of foresight, incapacity and mismanagement. 


The appropriations for this year totaled $11,300 over the total of last 


year, so that if there had been wise management at city hall with all these 
extraordinary receipts the tax rate might have been still lower. . 


The year was spent in political turmoil and brawling without accom- 


plishing anything except a fairly good job of paving. 


AS TO ELECTION 
ISSUES. 


Next Tuesday will be election day, and in tho interim there is but little 


time for the voters to study the issues upon which the election is to be 


decided. 


The ante-caucus campaign oh the democratic side was conducted with 


« great den! of judgment. The candidates refrained from the bitterness of 


attack that characterized former campaigns and ns a result we find a most 


gratifying state of affairs resulting from party unity such as has not been 


shown by the democracy for many years past. 


None of the candidates in the ante-caucus fight adopted the "rule or 


ruin policy" which has proved so disastrous in the past. The ticket that 


has been placed in the field with John F. Median as standard bearer is one 


well worthy of the support of every citizen. 


Particularly is the candidacy of John F. Mcclmn for mayor to be urged 


upon the voters in the interests of the city at large. We have endured the 


spectacle all through the recent year of u chief executive who devoted almost 


his entire iime to a crusade against the police board without any evidence to 
sustain his charges. It is fair to say that lie won his election mainly on 
account of his promises to expose a lot of corruption in tho police depart- 
ment and to provide the proper remedy. He hns put the city to considerable 
expense in an effort to accomplish that end but he has 
utterly failed 
to 


sustain tho charges he made ngninst (he department when seeking election 
last year. 


It would bo impossible for Candidate Median to expose nil (he fnlsc 


statements made in support of the present ndminiHtratioii. The intelligent 
citizens are, therefore, urged to think for themselves on these matters for 
which the administration claims credit, such as the lower tnx rule and tho 
benefits to tho various departments. 'Any person who sifts these claims to 
tho bottom will find that they arc not founded on fact. We have hnd enough 
turmoil, enough litigation and enough nonsense for one year. The business 
of tho city ns well ns its reputation lins boon injured, and it remains for the 
citizens of Lowell on election day by their votes lo avert the danger of

Spoke on Education of Dairyman 


and Dairy Cow 


The second day of the winter meet- 


Ing of: the stale board of agriculture 


for. lectures and discussions was held 
af the Grange hail in Draeut 
today. 


The-principal speaker of the morning 
was Prof. H. E. Cook, dean and profe.-- 
sor1 of .animal husbandry, of the state 
school-of agriculture of St. Lawrence 
university; Canton, N. T., and lie look 
us his subject "Education of the Dairy- 
man and the Dairy Cow." 


In opening he spoke of the bi-prod- 


ucts and their relation to the dairy. He 
said that milk, was a bi-product of the | 
dairy and went into a rather extendcU 
talk on digestive food served to cow*. 


"The great bulk of milk in Now Kng- 


land is raised by the family and tht;r<: 
is no accounting of the value of labor 
in the production of that milk." 


The speaker gave a panacea for th-: 


troubles of the dairyman. 


He said that the first thing was a 


study of th'e individuality of the cow. 
Continuing, he said: "We may succeed 
'11 smashing the milk trust. 
We are 


now conducting a. milk investigation in 
New York, .and whiin. we may be able 
io make them change their methods, to ' 
break up these 
so-called trusts, 
we 


shall have to study the 
individuality 


of the cow just the same as a depart- 
ment store, looks after every deparl- 
ment. 


"The principal trouble with the. dairy 


business is that -we do not take into 
account the labor In 
connection with 


the dairy. There !s the husbandman 
whose time, is .not figured, 
and 
the 


work of tho .good wife is not 
taken 


into consideration, even 
though 
she 


does a great deal of work. 
Neither 


is the labor of the children accounted 
for. 
As soon as the child is able to 


work he or she is -put out to milk the 
cows and do other chores. 
"We ought to have installed in each 


state a milk weighing machine, which 
will show the product 
and producing 


value of each cow. 


"Another trouble, in our doing busi- 


ness is that we are buving too much. 
When products were cheap it was all 
right, but with the high"price of food 
at the present time it is a 
different 


problem that we have to contend with. 


"The cheapest lands all through the 


eastern part of the country are 
the 


dairy lands. 
That may frighten 
you 


and you may doubt my word, but look 
up the statistics and you
